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HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING 


Members of Andover Historical Society 
Hear Interesting Talk on Silhouettes, 
by Rev. Glenn Tilley Morse 


It is said that everyone collects something 
whether it be stamps, buttons, china, 
jewels, old masters, clothes, or mere 
dollars. The hobby of the Rey. Glenn 
Tilley Morse of West Newburry is silhouettes, 
and on Monday evening he showed a part of 
his remarkable collection at the annual 
meeting of the Andover Historical society, 
held in the Free church parish house. 

There were black silhouettes on a white 
background, white silhouettes on a black 
background, black silhouettes touched with 
gold, and even with color, silhouettes cut 
out.of paper, and silhouettes painted or 
drawn on paper, parchment, glass, ivory, 
china, plaster and wax. 

Some of the figures were painted on convex 
glass, casting the likeness‘in-shadow on the 
background, and one,a full-length figure, was 
dressed in real clothes, The pictures had.a 
variety of frames which added interest to 
the collection. 

Mr. Morse gave a short history of the 
silhouette which is one of the oldest arts and 
dates back to the farthest’antiquity. The 
shepherds of Arcady traced the silhouettes 
of their sweethearts in the sand, and sil- 
houettes have been found on the mummy 
cases of Egypt. _ ’ 

The art was practiced long before the time 
of Etienne de Silhouette, a French Miniyter 
of Finance in 1759, for whom this method of 
taking a likeness was named. The art 
flourished particularly between 1755 and 
1835, after which it was pushed out by the 
daguerreotype and phdtograph. The free- 
hand work was alsosupplemented by various 
mechanical devices, both for drawing the 
silhouette and reducing its size. Mr. Morse 
exhibited a frame for taking silhouettes used 
in Salem, more than one hundred years ago. 

Among the particularly interesting sil- 
houettes was one of Queen Victoria, made in 
1830, and one of. Fannie Burney and her 
family, made in 1765. 

At a short business meeting held before 
the lecture, reports were given by the secre,- 
tary, Miss Helen Eaton, by the treasurer, 
George Abbot, and by the librarian, John V. 
Holt. Miss Eaton mentioned the loss to the 
society in the death of Miss Ella Cheever 
and Miss Charlotte Swift. The treasurer re- 
ported a slight gain in current funds as wel 
as a gain in life-membership and the Carter

book-will elbow its way into our already over- 
crowded minds? Or, having found entrance, 
that it will grip and modify it? This query 
takes on strength when the new book is 
known to run counter to popular ideas and 
popular expectations. 

Prevailing ideas-get themselves expressed 
in law, in institutions, in‘brick and mortar, 
in customs and usages and often involve 
enormous investments in capital. Hence the 
writer, whose ideas run counter to all these 
popular and invested interests, must expect 
to encounter more opposition than hospital- 
ity from the reading public. But it is the 
nature of certain ideas, when projected by a 
strong personality, to gain precedence over 
all others and to dominate them. Such 
ideas are always elemental and in the long 
Opposition serves -only 
to deepen them but can never uproot them. 
Such, for instance, was Calvin’s idea of 
church democracy. It ran counter to the 
prevailing idea of church aristocracy but it 
slowly gained rootage and the Republic of 
Switzerland is the result. Cromwell’s idea 
of representative government was opposed 
to the prevailing ideas of autocratic kings, 
but it “rewrote the English constitution.” 
Harriet Beecher Stowe’s “Uncle Tom” 
embodied ideas unpopular at the time but 
they rooted themselves so deeply into the 
nation’s heart that 3,000 battle elds failed 
to dig them out. 


An idea of God as Sovereign, of the world 
as under moral law, of man constituted in 
|.God’s, image therefore fundamentally right, 
of society purified and strengthened through 
discipline — such ideas as these always run 
counter to popular thought. Nevertheless 
no TNT holds within it such dynamic 
energy. These ideas are not new; they have 
been the formative ideas of the ages, but in 
our day they are less in evidence than for- 
merly.. They have become so intertwined 
with sentimentalism, so incrustated with the 
love of ease and luxury, so hidden by the 
glamor of material success as to be well-nigh 
inoperative. Hence the distinctive service 
rendered by Principal Stearns in his new 
book is that he seizes upon these basal ideas, 
strips from them all camouflage and builds 
them anew into the life of our modern youth. 
Passing through the alembic of his own con- 
secrated life, seasoned and tested by vital 
contact with youth for 30 years, these 
elementary and lasting verities come to the 
reader tinged with his vitalized personality. 
They are no longer ajstractions of academic 
interest residing in the upper space, but they 
take on flesh and blood, warm and _ sur- 
charged with human sympathy. This is why 
they grip the nobler side of the reader at 
once and never relax this grip from start to 
finish. So closely das he hew to the moral 
law and spiritual ideals that the reader feels 
himself to be walkirg on bed-rock midst a 
swirling stream of doubt and perplexity of 
ideas. 

Principal Stearns has tremendous faith in 
present-day yoréh. His phenomenal affec- 
tion for them is builded upon this faith. He 
looks upon their higher, never upon their 
lower selves. To bring their higher selves 
into actiot he would spare no discipline how- 
ever severe. He would have every young 
}man to ke the master of his own soul; a 
master of ignorance, of heredity, of circum- 
stances, of environment, of failure, of his 


the acconplishment of this self-realization 
he finds to place for coddling nor for mushy 
sentimenialism. ‘To his mind wrong-doing 
merits punishment and should have it, and 
when rigntly accepted such punishment is 
packed with curatives. Mr. Stearns wotld 
never sem flowers to a criminal. 

In writng this book he has cut clean down

The resolu- 
tion was offered by Rev. E. Victor Bigelow 
of-the-South_church. It was voted that a 
copy of the resolution should be sent to 
every Congregational minister in the district 
in order that he may call it to the attention 
of-his'parishioners. 

Among the ministers who addressed the 
meeting on this subject were: Rev. Ernest 
C. Bartlett of Chelmsford, Rev. E. Victor

D., of Lawrence, Rev. Arthur Barber of 
Lawrence, Rev. Percy E. Thomas of Lowell, 
and Rev, A. S. Wheelock of Andover. Rev.

The following resolution on Law Enforce- 
ment offered by Rev. E. Victor Bigelow of 
Andover, was unanimously adopted: 

“In view of the prevalence of so much 
lawlessness in our communities and in view 
of the fact that the prohibition law is a part 
of the Constitution of the United States and 
in view of the fact that the non-enforcement 
of the 18th Amendment is a disgrace to our

Red Cross Membership Drive 


The annual Red Cross membership drive 
all over the country will start on Armistice 
Day, November 11, and will last for a month. 
It will be opened by a brief appeal by Dr. 
Claude M. Fuess, Chairman of the Public 
Health Committee,.at the Legion meeting 
that evening in the Town hall. 

A house to house canvass will be conducted 
by workers under the leadership of Charles 
A. Parmelee, who is director of the drive. 
There are three kinds of memberships: 
annual, $1.00; contributing, $5.00, sustaining 
$10.00. 

One-half of every membership pledge 
stays in Andover and is used to pay the 
salaryof the District Nurse, Miss Marie 
Campbell, who-for five years has served the 
town so well. 

Last April a Ford coupe was purchased to 
facilitate Miss Campbell’s work and the 
record of her increased efficiency has proved 
the wisdom of this purchase. Whereas in 
March she was able to visit only 148 cases, 
in September she has visited 192 cases. Her 
work is for the most part bedside nursing 
for which, wherever it is possible, a charge is 
made ranging from 25 cents to $2.00 a visit. 
The monthly fees average $55.00, and are 
turned back into the Public Health Com- 
mittee’s treasury so that Miss Campbell’s 
work pays in part for itself. 

The scope of her work has also increased 
with the help of the Ford for now she can 
visit cases at Lowell Junction, Ballardvale, 
and West Andover, where her work has been 
much’ appreciated, and where she was able 
to go with great difficulty before, in spite of 
their loyal support in former Red Cross 
Drives. In the day between 9 a.m. and 
5 p.m., she is now able to accomplish as 
much as she could formerly do between 
8 a.m. and 6 p.m., and she is still fresh in the 
evenings to respond to emergency calls. 
Her services are at the disposal of anyone in 
Andover whether he can pay the minimum 
or the largest fee. 

Last year the Drive in Andover. brought 
in $2,227.00 in memberships and $159.00 in 
gifts. Of this $1,016.50 plus all of the gifts 
stayed in .the Andover: treasury, totalling 
$1,175,50. Out of a population of 8,000, 
2,033 individuals contributed. This year it 
is hoped that the proportion of contributors 
will be doubled, for the opportunity to help 

one of the worthiest local needs as well as 
national and international disasters. by a 
single donation is unequaled.

Miss Frazer Speaks at Abbot Academy 
on World Problems and Solutions 


At her talk in Davis hall on Saturday 
afternoon, Miss Frazer said we should be 
interested in world problems, for national 
and territorial solutions are not enough; as 
Edith Cavill said, “ Patriotism is not enough; 
there is something more—there is hu- 
manity.” National development is sound 
only when it is a contribution to world wel- 
fare. Enlightened nations must help each 
other to wider views. We must seek for 
points of unity, not of disagreement. Prac- 
tically, we must get to know of other coun- 
tries, for such judgments as “I don’t like 
Americans—I don’t like English people— 
I don’t like the French,” scatter broadcast 
thoughts that breed dissention. _Meapwhile 
constructive action is needed in every field 
of action: political, social and moral. The 
great note of hope in Europe is that the 
nations are beginning to realize that there is 
no sense in trying to do things alone. Dis- 
ease, the drug traffic, .prohibition, —eco- 
nomics, are problems that know no frontiers. 

On the question of disarmament she said 
that we must discover foundation policies for 
a safe and sound future in which armaments 
will be unnecessary. We must. finish in- 
ternationally what Rome began, and develop 
international law. War will be outlawed 
when this task is complete, for law gets its 
force from the moral implications of life, not 
from armaments. The “fathers” of our 
constitution discarded a clause agreeing that 
force could be used against a state, for our 
union rested on “reason and agreement;’’ 
the British Empire does not rest on the 
sanction of force, nér does the peace be- 
tween the United’ States and Canada. Al- 
ready the world court has settled important 
questions; let us work for a day in which all 
the nations of the world shall have equal 
treatment before that court. 

She said our thought is all important :— 
today some people take refuge’in narrow, 
rigid dogma; others in wild and: visionary 
schemes; others in materialism and _ indif- 
ference—and too often the people who 
dominaté life are the negative, the inert, 
who are dead weights, holding back society. 
There is a better way than-any of these. 
We need originality, better and finer men and 
women. As citizens we post get the right 
people to lead our democracies. 
chanistic civilization presents its ° special 
riddle—to what ends shall we use our 
material power? We undervalue fine things 
and qualities, and overvalue things of little 
account. The ultimate solution is the in- 
dividual; who grasps the Mary things as 
important beyond the Martha things in life, 
who loves his neighbor as himself. ‘The-ex- 
planation of the universe is inside and not 
outside, and to every problem there is a 


solution.

Last summer the telephone company 
went through a very disastrous strike 
in this--distriet... The walkout which 
ensued could hardly be called a bofia 
fide walkout, resulting as it did almost 
directly from a personal ‘squabble, al- 
though local unions who went on strike 
‘protested any statement which denied 
the reasons they gave for striking! 

For a time, the telephone service was 
paralyzed. Long waits to get “Number 
please”’ were customary. Mistakes on 
connections were equally frequent. The 
company faced the situation with a 
firmness which brought unqualified 
commendation’ from all sides. It 
refused to deal with an unloyal group 
of employees, hired new and inexperi- 
enced help, and begged the indulgence 
of a sympathetic public while green 
operators were gaining experience. It 
brought a certain amount of hardship 
on those who had been accustomed to 
transacting a large volume of their 
business by the handy phone method, 
but many of them had _ had similar 
troubles with labor in their own plants 
and were more than ready to give their 
aid in reestablishing such a valuable 
publie service on its former efficient 
basis. 

The middle of the week, this week,— 
at least two months after the time of 
this situation, the Townsnaan telephone 
rang. With no attempt at- imitating 
Briggs’s inimitable style, or at stealing 
some of Guyas William’s “stuff, we 
offer a movie of a man answering a 
telephone call. it ;

Japan has also entered the commerce of 
nations with a magnificent fleet, the vessels 
of which are seen in the most distant ports of 
the world. She has a standing army of 
400,000, one of the finest in the world, 
spending one-half of her revenue on her army 
and navy, in her determination never to 
bow before the foreign yoke. 

Public school education has also come to 
stay, ninety-eight per cent of the children 
being on the school register. 

This marvelous progress Dr. Pedley at- 
tributed to the religious and moral character 
of this industrious people. Their lessons of 
patriotism and loyalty have been learned 
from their worship of the sun gods, their 
moral character formed by the teachings of 
Confucius, and their religion taken from the 
teachings of Buddha. According to Dr.

Join the League of Women Voters 


Many gg are asking, ‘What is the 
League of Women Voters and why is it 
necessary?” Let us answer the query under 
three heads. I. Why Voters? II. Why 
Women? III. Why a League? 


TI. Why Vote? 

It is to the advantage of those who have 
a vested interest in politics, those who are 
in it for what they can get out of it, that 
many women are indifferent to their machi- 
nations. Nothing -is-more gratifying to 
these grafters than to be assured that women 
will remain unenlightened as to the intrica- 
cies of the game. Folks who persist in 
arguing that it is too dirty a game for a 
woman to soil her hands: with play beauti- 
fully into the hands of: these enemies of the 
public. On the other hand, nothing is more 
terrifying to them than to hear of some 
one goal that those women who are in 
earnest have set their hearts and minds on 
reaching, a goal which threatens their own 
sources of ill-gotten. gains. Veritably the 
vote is a stronger weapon than we have be- 
gun to realize, if only we can learn to wield 
it deftly. The forces of evil are organized for 
definite ends. Shall women hesitate to 
organize and organize, powerfully for the 
opposite ends? To organize an opposition 
that will not- waver even in- the face of 
criticism and danger is an act of heroism 
comparable to the sort we expect of our men 
in times when our own safety is threatened, 


| Are women courageous enough to seize this 


weapon and wield it in defense of the com- 
mon good! 

II. Why Women? 

In former times the woman with a large 
heart and an interest in her fellow-men 
went in for charity, but while sociologists 
were proving that-too often this superficial 
daubing at great public sores only increased 
pauperism -and_ hindered adequate ~treat- 
ment, a more powerful instrument, one 
fitted to provide this treatment, was placed 
in woman’s hand, the vote. To be sure it is

must take the tool at hand and while wielding 
it for righteousness, improve it as she can to 
the end that good government may be no 
longer a dream, but an accomplished fact. 

Again, because of her intimate knowledge 
of the very central factor of human life, 
the home, reaching out as it does inevitably, 
and gathering unto itself, whether it will or 
no, all community influences, good or evil, 
woman can most practically deal with the 
management of her wider home, the com- 
munity. When she understands that politics 
is nothifg esoteric, not a’ thing apart, a 
mysterious manipulation. by means of in- 
cantations and weird rites, but simply the 
management of the town, the state, the 
nation, through perfectly understandable 
governmental methods, than, and then only, 
can she help to determine the quality of that 
management. Equipped with some knowl- 
edge of the methods involved, and with the 
will to make use of it, is there the least 
doubt that she will determine that it shall 
be good management? But because, as 
Maude Ward Park says, women have not 
yet formed their political habits and there- 
fore have not formed bad ones, they have a 
fresh and unspoiled viewpoint upon these 
matters and a distinctive contribution to 
make as women. Merely to fall in line with 
men’s established way of doing things would 
be to hide their light under a bushel and 
probably to have it put out. 

It must be clearly understood that the 
League is in no sense a Woman’s Party. 
There is no place for a woman’s party, for 
there is no issue of good government that is 
not the business of all men and all women of 
high purposes. It is not a.party. It is 
women of all parties working together. 

III. Why a League? 

In a very enlightening article on Political 
Parties, Schuyler C. Wallace describes the 
powerful. influence exerted by “pressure 
groups,’ which he defines as organizations 
with a dynamie nucleus which knows what it

Editorial 

In 1838, Henry Coleman, Commissioner 
of Agriculture in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, wrote: 

“The rewards of agricultural labor in 
Massachusetts are ample, in that an_in- 
dustrious man may obtain by skillful and 
active agriculture not only a comfortable 
subsistence, but his gains will prove so much 
more than his real and reasonable wants, 
that in ordinary circumstances he may early 
enjoy the satisfactions of a domestic con- 
nection, have the means of healthful and in- 
nocent luxury, raise and well educate a 
numerous family, exercise a generous hos- 
pitality, and lay up a competent provision 
against the casualties of human aflairs and 
the decline of life. All this may be done in 
the exercise of a good conscience with a 
single pair of hands; and with no other than 
the joint aid of a loving and growing house- 
hold; and in such cases the ever sure blessing 
of a kind Providence. It is on this account, 
then, that agrigulture deserves every en- 
couragement that the State can give. It has 
likewise an intimate connection with good 
morals, and the support and purity of our 
republican institutions.” 

Today Massachusetts has one of the best 
of State highway systems. Though perhaps 
less devoted to agriculture now than then, 
because of the great factories which have 
come to her, Massachusetts has never 
wavered ftom Co'eman’s idea that “agricul- 
ture deserves every encouragement the 
State can give.” And there is no greater 
encouragement than the provision of good 
roads everywhere. 

Doubtless Coleman hoped for, in 1838, 
what we hope for now, ‘‘a paved United 
States in our day,” His hope was doomed to 
disappointment. But this is 1923, not 1838. 
The United States has the money, the people; 
the votes, the engineers, the roads to im- 
prove. All that stands between us and that 
paved United States, which will indeed give 
to agficulture every encouragement the 
country can give, is the inertia of the old 
_idea, and the cémpletion of the education of 
us all that what we want, need, must have, 
is national highways and good roads-every- 
where. 


WHY SHOULD FRANCE EXCEL U. S. 
IN ROADS? 


National Hignways Saved France in War 


France has 24,000 miles of national high- 
ways, 160,000 of departmental and inter- 
communicating highways, and 185,000 miles 
of parish or vicinal roads. The national 
highways approximate six and one-half per 
cent of France’s highway system. 

There are running on the roads of France 
300,000 motor cars, less than one per mile of 
road. : 

The United States has 2,882,198 miles of 
roads, of which a tiny small fraction of one 
per cent might be denominated national 

ighways by a stretch of the imagination, 
which would include roads in national 
parks and on such reservations as the Canal 
Zone and the District of Columbia under the 
term ‘national highways.” 

The United States has 13,000,000 motor 
cars running upon its highways. or more than 
four per mile of road. 

Is there any really good reason why the 
United States should do less in transporta- 
tion for its people than France? The paved 
highways of France saved that nation when 
nothing else could save her! Only the fact 
that she could transport her armies, her 
ammunition, her supplies with rapidity and 
dispatch allowed her to stem the German 
attack. Had she had such roads as we have, 
she would be today beneath the heel of the 
conqueror. 

It is no argument to say we do not need 


national highways, | because we are not 
neighbors to-countries which might-attack 


r fG 


us. France did not build and does not /main- 
tain her national highways merely for 
stragetic reasons. She builds and maintains 
them for economic reasons, If thrifty 
France can find economy. in’ the national 
highway idea, why can not the United 
States find the same benefit in the same 
idea? 


ASPHALT PAVEMENT BETTER EVERY 
YEAR 


Four Varieties in Common Use 


Asphalt is the oldest water-proof adhesive 
known to man. Its use dates back beyond 
the mists which shroud prehistoric days. 
Unlike many basic materials,. science and 
invention have not discovered any sub- 
stitute for™it, and no synthetic. asphalt is 
producable commercially which compares 
either in price or in utility with the natural 
product. | 

Asphalt is used in roads in many ways, 
but there are four broad divisions genérally 
recognized by road engineers. These four 
have been developed, and year by year, as 
further experiments and experience become 
available, the types are improved until now 
it is generally conceded that for its purposes, 
and when properly -laid, asphalt has no 
superiors as a road material. 

The four generally recognized types are, 
(1) asphalt macadam, in which broken stone 
has melted asphalt applied to it to penetrate 
the entire course, with stone chips to cover 
the surface spaces, and a seal-coat of hot 
asphalt and stone chips; (2) asphaltic con- 
crete, made of an intimate mixture of asphalt 
and broken stone or gravel sand, laid and 
compacted while hot into a single course, 
sometimes finished with a seal coat; (3) 
sheet asphalt, constructed in two courses, 
the lower of asphaltic concrete, the top 
course of a mixture of asphalt and carefully + 
graded mineral filler; (4) asphalt blocks, 
made of asphaltic concrete moulded under 
heavy pressure, and laid on a sand or mortar 
cushion, like brick. 1 

Asphalt is also’ used as a filler for brick 
pavements, mixed with sand to form a grout 
for stone block pavements, and to fill the 
expansion joints in monolithic pavements of 
cement. 


UNIFORM TRAFFIC LAWS ON 
NATIONAL HIGHWAYS 


Present Chaos Must End When Nation 
~—~Builds- Roads. 


Traffic laws which differ in different 
states and different towns in the same state, 
are a cause of confusion, accident, loss of 

roperty, and loss of life. Uniform. traffic 
aws, the same the country over, will pro- 
mote-safety. : ‘ 

The. objection urged--against uniform 
traffic laws that traffic conditions are dif- 
ferent in different localities, does not hold in 
the face of the obvious power of the locality 
to modify or add to the uniform law for 
special conditions. There are many ob- 
servances which, made. uniform, would 
make for safety, such as the system of 
signalling for a stop, slow up and turn, a 
uniform rule as to right of way at crossings, 
safety procedure at grade crossings, a heavy 
penalty for such dangerous practices as 
passing another car when coming to a curve 
or top of a hill, etc. “ 

With forty-eight states and thousands of 
municipalities, all making their own traffic 
rules, the motorist is more or less at sea as to 
what he-can-and-can-not, should.and_should 
not do. But when the National Govern- 
ment_builds roads for the nation, a national. 
traffic law will be inevitable as a national 
police force for the national highways. : 

“A paved United States in our day”’ is 
not only devoutly to be wished for, because 
of the material benefits it will bring, but be- 
cause of the safety the uniformity of traffic 
rules will provide, when the Congress 
authorizes a system of national highways 
which will serve all the states as a good state 
highway system now serves all the counties 
in that state.

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Andover 13 — Yale Second 2 


The Andover eleven invaded New Haven 
Saturday and defeated Yale Second by the 
score of 13 to 2. It was Andover’s first 
game of the season away from home, ‘but 
that did not deter the Blue from scoring a 
decisiye victory over the Yale scrubs. A 
victory was expected, but not one So easy as 
that. 

Andover started off with a rush, playing 
the Yale men off their feet in the first quarter. 
After an exchange of punts, the ball was in 
Andover’s possession on Yale's 48-yard line. 
Andover failed to make a first down, how- 
ever, and lost the ball to the Yale team on 
the 40-yard line. Here the scrubs tried two 
line plays, which failed. On the third play, 
however, one of the Yale backs fumbled the 
ball. Bill Healey, Andover's right guard, 
Instead 
of merely falling on it, he showed that he had 
real football brains by picking it up and run- 
ning the 40-yards for Andover’s first touch- 
down. It was a fine run, and Healey de- 
serves all credit for taking advantage of 
Yale’s mistake. Not a Yale man was in his 
way, and, although they tried hard enough, 
they could not bring him down. He cer- 
tainly had speed, which proved its use in this 
case. To crown the stroke, Sandberg kicked 
a beautiful goal after touchdown, giving 
Andover a total of seven points to Yale’s 
nothing. : 

Immediately after this score, Andover 
kicked off to Yale. Yale tried to gain, but 
did not get-very far, so punted. . Another 
exchange of punts was made, and* ‘Andover 
had the ball on Yale’s 35-yard line. From 
here Andover began another march for a 
touchdown. Parisien tore off some good 
gains on end runs, showing his usual slipper- 
ines3. The Yale team couldn’t seem to Stop 
him. Randall and Sandburg made several 
good gains, crashing through the Yale line 
on off-tackle plays. Andover also made 
some pretty forward passes at this stage of 
the game. A last forward pass from Randall 
to Sandburg put the ball over for a second 
touchdown within the first quarter. An- 
dover failed to kick goal, but that mattered 
little. The score was 13 to 0, in its favor and 
Yale had not even come within striking 
distance of Andover’s goal line. 

The quarter finished with a few more plays 
by each team, none of which gained material- 


In the second quarter the game was more 
even, Yale and Andover fighting every 
minute to put the ball over the line. A 
large number of punts were exchanged in 
this period, Bradley of Andover having a 
slight edge over-his opponent. The amount 
of yardage gained in this period was about 
the same, too. The Andover backfield was 
playing its hardest, and every man was on 
the job.” Bradley’s kicking featured the 
period. . ; 

Yale stiffened, however, in the third 
quarter, and pus*ed Andover to the limit. 
By line rushes mainly, the scrubs brought 
the ball close to the Andover goal line. 
Time after time the Yale backs went through 
Andover’s line for gains of two, three or four 
yards. It seemed as if Andover could not 
hold them. Closer and closer came the ball 
to the Blue goal line. However, Andover 
rose to the emergency and finally stopped 
Yale on the seven-yard line, getting the ball 
on downs. One play od tackle was tried, 
which the second team forwards smothered, 
and then the ball was passed to Arthur 
Parisien, who was standing behind his own 
goal posts. Before he had time to move, he 
was tackled by an enemy forward and 
brought to the ground. That furnished Yale 
its first, last and only score of the game 
against Andover. In fact, it was the only 
time during the whole game that the Sec- 
onds came anywhere near the academy goal- 
posts. Andover tightened up after that, and 
kept the Yale team at a safe distance. 

The last quarter was a good deal a repeti- 
tion of the second one, neither team being 
able to add another score to its total.

Washington.—With a budget of $5,- 
643,077.81 for carrying out the pro- 
gram of service during the current fis- 
cal year, beginning July 1, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross announces that this 
amount was $4,195,370.41 less than 
was expended during the fiscal year 
ended last June 30. During that year 
expenditures reached a-total of $9, 
738,448.22, of which amount $2,605,- 
696.09 was devoted to relief of refu- 
gees in Greece who had been driven 
out of Asia Minor. In announcing the 
budget for the year; the statement 
from National Headquarters empha- 
sized the fact that its extensive work 
at home and abroad depends almost 
wholly upon the nation-wide support 
of the organization through enroll- 
ment of membership in large numbers 
during the annual roll call, which will 
be in progress from November 11 to 
November 29 under the auspices of 
the 3,600 Chapters in the United 
States and throughout the world. 
These Chapters, it-is pointed out, dur- 
ing the last fiscal year expended of 
their own funds approximately $3,920, 
000 in work for the men who wore the 
United States uniform during the 
World War, so that the estimate of 
some $15,000,000 expended during 
twelve months by the American Red 
Cross as a whole is considered con- 
servative, 

Soldier Service Stands First 

From July 1, 1917, to June 30, 1923, 
the American Red Cross spent nation- 
ally and. through its Chapters close to 
$164,000,000 in behalf of American sol- 
diers who served in the war and their 
families. During last year the figure 
alone mounted to more than $5,866,- 
255, and for the current fiscal. year 
National Headquarters has set aside 
unde¢ the heading, “Assistance to Dis- 
abled ex-Service Men and Women,” 
$2,035,834.20. The Chapters will con- 
tinue to do their part, so that it may 
be predicted with confidence that 
again more than $5,500,000 will be dis- 
bursed in the large variety of services 
to the disabled men and women and 
their families—services for which the 
Government cannot provide and which 
reach the individual case with the 
sympathy and understanding only ac- 
tual contact can insure. This work 
of the American Red Cross approaches 
the fifth anniversary of the Armistice, 
which ended the World War with only 
slight decrease in calls for service in 
the interest of the welfare and re- 
habilitation of those who suffered 
physical disability in the.service of 
their country. 

In the interest of the enlisted men 
serving in the Army and the Navy 
the budget provides $309,020 for the 
current year. This is obligatory un- 
der the Red Cross charter, for the or- 
ganization must act in matters of vol- 
untary refief and as a medium of ecom- 


-munication between the people and 


their Army and Navy. 
Domestic Program Extensive 

The domestic operations of the 
American Red Cross comprise an ac- 
curate indicator of the continuing 
calls for expansion in all the estab- 
lishedéfand authorized services. The 
budget aggregates $4,636,449.70, as 
against expenditures during the last 
year of $4,452,066.20. The abnormal 
demands in the foreign field in the 
last several years, however, have 
largely subsided, and in consequence 
$906,628.11 has been set for the 1923-24 


“pudget under foreign—operations_.On 


this amount $394,303.91 is set aside for 
engagements which will close the 
werk for the refugees in Greece, for 
whose amelioration $2,605,696.09 was 
expended up-to June 30, when the 
American Red Cross -withdrew,—and- 
the work was taken over under the 
control of the Greek government. For 
liquidation and completion of general 
reNef in Europe the budget provides 
$100,000, and for American Junior Red 
Cross. projects, foreign and insular, 
and aésistance to Chapters listed un: 
der foreign operations. 
Ready for Emergency Calls 

The readineess of the American Red 
Cross to answer immediately with ef 
fective service in cases of emergency 
is an outstanding feature of its pro 
gram that is universally recognized 
During last year $525,000 was spent 
for relief in 110 disasters, which was 
$207,500 in excess of budget provi- 
sions. This year $400,000 has been 
appropriated for this service. Since 
1881 the Red Cross has administered 


more than $20,000,000 in relief work 
following disasters 
Other budget items in the schedule 


for domestic operations include $1,- 
282,524.20 for service and assistance 


to the 3,600 Chapters and their 
Branches, $80.00) for assistance to 
other organizations, particularly 
stressing child health activities; $194,- 
600-for Junior Red Cross projects and 
service; $10,824.20 for assistance to 


Nurses’ Training Schools, and for oth 
er_activities $111.456.80. For supervi- 
sion of service activities and general 
management of the entire American 
2ed Cross less than $225,000 is allotted 


Nearly $400,000 Spent in United 
States — Greek Refugee 
Work Completed. 


For its preparedness to render re- 
Nef through effective and generous aid 
to the sufferers from disaster the 
American Red.Cross is universally re- 
garded as the one organization from 
which response to appeal for help is 
immediate. In the last year, accord- 
ing to the annual report of the Red 
Cross, its disaster. relief operations 
were carried out in 110 localities in 
the United States. This work, with 
activities carried over from the previ- 
ous year, required the expenditure in 
the United States of $397,468.04 by 
the American Red Cross, its Chapters 
and Branches. In the emergency fol- 
lowing the defeat of the Greek forces 
in Turkey and the burning of the city 
of Smyrna, which entailed the relief 
of nearly 900,000 men, women and 
children, Red Cross National Head- 
quarters expended $2,605,696.09. The 
food distributed in Greece aggregated 
25,000 tons; garments, 809,000; blan- 
kets, 48,550; new shoes, 5,000 pairs; 
medical, hospital and sanitary sup- 
plies, 304 tons. In the feeding of the 
refugees there was listed upwards of 
$2,000 children under: three years of 
age. 

The disasters in the United States 
during the past year reported 240 per- 
sons killed, 991 injured, 12,691 ren- 
dered homeless. The total property 
loss was estimated at $20,710,000. 

Relief of suffering caused by disas- 
ters of such magnitude as to over- 
whelm the resources of the communi- 
ties in which they occur is fundamen- 
tal to the charter of the American 
Red Cross. In addition to making ap- 
propriations from its treasury and as- 
signing trained personnel to relief 
work, the Red Cross in disaster cen- 
tralizes and makes more effective re- 
lief funds and supplies contributed by 
the country at large. , 

Since 1881 the Red Cross has ad- 
ministered more than $20,000,000 for 
the single purpose of disaster relief. 
That it may continue to accept the re- 
sponsibilities which grave emergen- 
cies place upon the American Red 
Cross appeal is’ made for a nation- 
wide renewal of membership during 
the annual roll call, which opens on 
Armistice. Day, November 11, and 
closes on Thanksgiving Day, Novem- 
ber 29. 


Life Saving Work 
Of Red Cross Corps 
Wars on Drownings 


—_—— 


The insignia of the American Red 
Cross Life Saving Corps on the bath- 
ing apparel of men, women and 
youths is seen everywhere at favorite 
bathing places along the coasts, riv- 
ers, lakes and ponds. In its. unrelent- 
ing campaign to reduce loss of. life by 
drowning the Red Cross is making 
constant headway. The demands for 
instruction from organizations in all 
parts of the country were so numer- 
ous the past year that it was neces- 


sary to more than double the staff of | 


Red Cross instructors. This work of 
training for water life-saving showed 
an enrollment of over 30,000 volun- 
teers enlisted for duty on patrol, for 
rescue and resuscitation, all compe- 
tent to instruct others in the standard 
water-safety methods. The Red Cross 
by request of the War Department 
gives water first aid training at the 
United States Military and Naval 
academies and in the military training 


camps for reserve officers and civil- 


ians. The four cash prizes awarded 
by the Red Cross last year for heroic 
rescues were conferred upon two girls, 
a boy and a man, indicating that the 
youths,of the country stand well at 
the top in conserving life along our 
water courses. 


Red Cross Field 
Of Action Covers 
_ All the World 


Represented by 93,668 members, the 
American Red Cross penetrates to 
nearly every part of the world. The 


insular and foreign roll call statistics | 


for the past year are a most conclu- 
sive manifestation of the Red Cross 
spirit carried into the most remote 
lands. In Europe there are 4,088 
members. in Turkey, and active in 
the Constantinople Chapter, 3,545.

IN JAPAN FUND DRIVE 


Spirit of Service Demonstrated 
in Readiness for Nation- 
wide Activity. 


When President Coolidge by procla- 
mation designated the American Red 
Cross, as the medium through which 
contributions for relief of the Japan- 
ese earthquake sufferers should -flow, 
the President's desire came as an or- 
der to the Red Cross. Immediately 
the entire machinery of the organiza- 
tion was put in motion and within 24 
hours the fund campaign was moving 
with vigor in every part of the coun- 
try. ; 

This emergency test demonstrated 
the peacetime readiness of the Red 
Cross to cope with stupendous tasks 
in behalf of humanity. Within a 
month it had collected upwards of 
$10,250,000 in contributions, landed 
ten cargoes of supplies at Japanese 
ports and was keeping pace with re- 
lief requirements—all without a sin- 
gle dollar of the fund being spent for 
administration. 

President Coolidge, in expressing 
his thanks to the people, said: “When 
the news of the tragedy in Japan first 
reached us, the American Red Cross, 
pursuant to a proclamation, asked the 
country ‘or %£.000,000 to meet the 
great emergency. The answer to this 
appeal was prompt and generous; in 
less.than two weeks a sum far In ex- 
cess of the original goal was given.”

factory. Our sales this year have been above 
normal in spite of the curtailment elsewhere 
in the industry. ce 

The American Woolen company is oper- 
ating at 83 per cent capacity, which is far 
above the average for this time of the year. 
Relatively speaking we have fewer goods on 
hand than usual. The American domestic 
wool market is the lowest today in the 
world. 

American owned wools are being shipped 
abroad to higher markets. This does not 
indicate lower prices for wool over here, and 
it would not be surprising if we had a higher 
raw material market after the turn of the 
year. This should have an influence on the 
goods for the coming season. I actually 
anticipate the greatest overcoating demand 
that the country has ever known, and there 
should be plenty of work for all the woolen 
machinery in the country. 

The entire dividend for the common stock 
has already been earned this year. The 
finances of the company are in splendid con- 
dition. There is nothing more I can say to 
refute the irresponsible rumours designed to 
unsettle the confidence of stock holders.

CARONEL COURT APARTMENTS 


Coal and Ice Man Eliminated in Andover’s 20-Apartment 
House, Being Built at Main Street and 
Punchard_ Avenue. 


The stone cellar walls have been com- 
yleted and this week the bricklayers start 
aying the Flemish bond courses for Ando- 
ver’s first apartment house, Caronel Court 
Apartments, being erected by Charles M. 
Carroll of Lawrence and John F. O’Connell, 
of Andover, at the corner of Main street 
and Punchard avenue. For the first time, 
passers-by are enabled to get an idea of the 
general architectural lay-out and can see the 
outlines of the court containing 6500 square 
feet around which the building will be con- 
structed. : 

The building will contain 20 apartments 
and is the culmination of special studies, 
including the preparation of two sets’of plans 
by different architectural firms in order to get 
the ideal arrangement for a_ residential 
community. The owners desired not only to 
preserve the atmosphere of the district, but 
to erect a building about the same height as 
those near by. Therefore a low, well spread 
out structure has been evolved, which due to 
the great size of the court, gives equal light 
and air on all sides for each apartment. 

The plan adopted is that of Ashton, 
Huntress & Alter, associate architects of 
Lawrence. Another plan. by Edward B. 
Stratton, whose beautiful apartment houses 
are located in and around Boston, called for 
the construction of three separate units, also 
around a central court, but this will be held 
in abeyance for some other site. It was the 
original plan of the owners to erect their 
apartment house in Lawrence on the Lee 
property on East Haverhill street, Prospect 
Hill, but they were obliged to give up tle 
plan because the City declared an intention 
of seizing the site for a school. Later the 
City recalled its vote to seize the Lawrence 
roperty, thus releasing the owners’ funds. 
ollowing which the original Andover plan 
repared by Architect Stratton, which called 
for only 12 apartments, was discarded and 
the more elaborate 20-apartment structure 
adopted. The building is Colonial in style 
and will be of brick and. stucco. 

As far as living conditions: are‘ concerned, 
dwellers in Caronel Court Apartments will 
have absolutely no worry. There will be no 
coal-man, as the building will be heated by 
oil on plans prepared by the Petroleum Heat 
and Power Company, of Boston, the largest 
makers of oil-heating devices; oil to be 
furnished by the Standard Oil Company. 
There will be no ice-man, dirty floors or 
overflowing pans, as each apartment will be 
equipped with individual refrigerating plants, 
including the chest. There will be complete 
oe ie service and garbage will be inciner- 
ated. 

The largest apartments will be in the

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WAR MEMORIALS 


Mr. 


Charles Moore Gives Illustrated 
Lecture Before Phillips Club 
Monday Evening. 


Charles Moore of Washington, D. C., an 
authority on the subject of town planning 
and improvement, Chairman of the Nati nal 
Commission of Fine Arts and of the National 
War Memorials Committee, gave an extreme- 
ly interesting talk on war memorials before 
the members of the Phillips Club in Peabody 
House on Monday evening. 


The lecture was profusely illustrated with 
views of some of the most celebrated statu- 
ary and memorials both in the United States 
and abroad. Mr. Moore’s talk was full of 
constructive suggéstions for the town of 
Andover and pi the pictures had been 
shown, the meeting was opened to a general 
discussion. 

There are six different kinds of War 
Memorials: namely, monuments, arches, tab- 
lets, fountains, bridges and . buildings. 
Andover must first decide which type of 
memorial is most desirable, and having 
determined this, the most suitable location 
for the selected style should be chosen. 


The site at the foot of School street, be- 
tween the two churches was suggested as the 
most desirable position for a monument, as 
the natural setting would lend itself admir- 
ably to the dignity} and. permanency of the 
memorial. Another possibility is the erection 
of a simple but well proportioned bandstand 
in the park, developing the grounds so as to 
set the stand off aren ey: The old 
Stimpson’s-bridge at Marland Village could 
be replaced by a more substantial and a 
more artistic structure and dedicated as a 
war memorial. An arch might be placed 
where the old toll gate used to be—a 
fountain which could be both ornaim:atal 
and useful might be built in the Square. 
Many other suggestions were offered. 

Mr. Moore said that the possibilities of a 
splendid War Memorial for Andover were 
unlimited, and suggested that a definite 
budget be established from which to work. 
His speech was in substance as follows: 

The impulse to build monuments is older 
than civilization and is universal among 
mankind. ~ France, unlike other nations, 
commemorates her defeats; never her vic- 
tories. The wars of Napoleon ended for him 
in humiliation and exile; the great arch in 
Paris represents the patriotism, the sacrifices 
and the indomitable courage of the French 


people. The structure itself, dominating the

TALK ON WAR MEMORIALS 


(Continued from page 1) 


most complete and best ordered city in the 
world, typifies the soul of France. |! con- 
tains in superlative degree all the elements 
which constitute the true war memorial of a 


ple. 

Probably the world today could not pro- 
duce the equal of the Arch of Triumph in 
Paris; but those elements which give it 
distinction must be found in every true war 
memorial, be it great or small, in city or in 
country town, in Europe or in America. 

The first of these elements is the locations 
The Arch is placed on the great line of build- 
ings and connecting parks which form the 
backbone, or central axis, of Paris. Like the 


{dome of the United States Capitol, it is lo- 


cated at the intersection of several avenues, 
so that it forms an object of interest as one 
approaches it from each of many points. 


In Washington the memorial to Abraham 
Lincoln also occupies a point of vantage. 
It too forms the ending of the great compo- 
sition which, beginning with ‘the Capitol and 
carrying on through the monument to 
Washington, forms the main axis of the city. 


It is the good fortune of the Capital of the 
United States that it was planned’ from the 
beginning as a work of art, and was provided 
with sok points as give distinction to Paris. 
Most American cities and towns were not 
planed in advance, but have grown up in 

aphazard fashion; and there is difficulty in 
finding or creating a center on which to locate 
a memorial. Kansas City has found and 
utilized such a commanding location; but 
most of the larger cities are still groping for a 
suitable site. 


In the smaller towns and villages there are 
public squares or intersections of streets or 
roads which may be adapted to the purpose. 
In towns often the one commanding space is 
already occupied by a Civil War monument 
and a second site must be selected: In such 
cases it is necessary carefully to plan so that 
the two monuments shall live in peace one 
with the other. If the Civil War monument 
is bad, as most of them are, the new memorial 
should be placed beyond the pernicious in- 
fluence of the old one. At any rafe the first 
consideration should be given to the location, 
for on that the design and chara¢ter of the 
monument depends. 


The second element is the design. If the 
mortument is to be lastingly satisfactory, the 
design must be original. The vast majority 
of Civil War monuments are soldiers of 
granite or metal, turned out by the stone- 
cutter or the foundryman from a stock de- 
sign. Any person who takes the trouble to 
compare one of these figures with 4 real man 
nofices at once how unlike the so-called art is 
to nature. 
trousers furrowed like a newly plowed field; 
the lock of the gun is necessarily exaggerated 
out of all semblance to the real thing in order 
to accommodate the design to the hard stone; 
a stump is introduced for no known reason; 
the eyes have the unnatural stare of a glass- 
eye; and then the figure is perched on-a 
column which makes-it-seem too-small. As a 
result the novelty soon wears off and the 
monument, which should embody the most 
sacred feelings of the community, becomes a 
laughing stock and a subject for jibes. In- 
stead of teaching a lesson of patriotism to the 
younger generations, it is to them a subject of 
derision. It is only another object from the 
bargain counter; and so by reason of its 
inherent badness it defeats its purpose. 


We of today laugh at the grotesque figures 
of the soldiers of the Civil War, with their 
strange uniforms, whether Union or Con- 
federate. Will aqt the Doughboy of the 
World War, with his clumsy helmet, his 
sagging belt and the other burdens of his 
equipment seem even more grotesque to 
the coming generations? And yet We are 
setting up Doughboys all over the land 

In any case where the interest in a statue 
depends on the portrayal of the garb, rather 
than the human body, time quickly throws 
the production on the scrap-pile. A sculptor 
of genius may make the hero shine through 
his clothes; but geniuses are rare; whereas 
sculptors who make lay-figures are as com- 
mon as sparrows. 

Why use a statue fora memorial? A good 
sculptor commands from $5,000 to $25,000 
for a single figure. Indeed the mechanical 
work alone, if well executed, costs about 
$5,000. Instead of a poor statue that must 
fail to interest the next generation, why not 
use some other form? 

Half a century ago every community had 
its flag-pole. Today few towns have flag- 
poles. Yet there is nothing that so stirs the 
blood of a red-bloeded man or woman‘as does 
the flag of the United States — when proper- 
ly displayed. We have bécome careless about 
the use of theflag. We use it for drapery and 
for decoration. Even the War Department 
defies its own regulations and covers the 
fronts of buildings with looped-up flags. Old 
Glory should float free on its staff. You can- 
not pay too much respect to the Nation’s 
Standard. 

A steel pole of sufficient height for com- 
munity use, ornamented with a bronze 
base bearing inscription and names, can be 
erected for approximately $4,000. A steel 
pole without visible joints, well tapered, 
costs about $1,000. This is not a minimum; 
and there is no maximum. The three flag- 
poles in front of the Union Station in Wash- 
ington,-cost $7,000 each, but costs have been 
cheapened by newly invented processes. 
The memorial flag-pole at Duluth, with the 
seated figure ofa warrior, cost many times 
that amount. But $4,000 is the price the 
writer has arranged to pay for a flag-pole 90 
feet high, designed by the leading firm of 
American architects, and executed in the best 
manner. 

In case a flag-pole shall be the choice, care 
should be taken that the pole shall stand 
alone without guys; that it shall be free from 
ugly joints and have a good taper from base 
to top. The standard flag-pole now used by 
the War Department at posts and military 
cemeteries is a bad example of the steam- 
fitter’s art. Also, the size of the flag should 
be in proportion to the pole; and on occasions 
of celebration an especially large and fine 
flag should be flown.

Schick Test Given in Parochial School 


The Schick test to ascertain whether or not 
they are susceptible to diphtheria, was given 
to two hundred pupils at the parochial school 
on Thursday of this week. The results will 
be known in a few days, after which it is 
probable that those who are found to be 
susceptible to~the=disease—will_receive_the 
vaccine treatment, rendering them immune 
from any possible contagion. 

Cards have been distributed throughout 
the public schools, in order to obtain the 
written consent: of parents to have their 
children receive the test. Many —of-these 
cards have been returned, and it is probable 
that a large proportion of the public school 
children will be given the test. 


There are many forms ‘suited for war 
memorials. A fountain either in a park or by 
the wayside, simple or elaborate; a village 
green well laid out and well kept; a gateway, 
monumental in character; a stained-glass 
window, are among the appropriate objects. 

The tablet, of course, is the most common 
form used. Here some words of caution are 
necessary.’ In a short time a bronze tablet, 
placed out of doors, becomes simply a black 
spot on marble, granite or boulder; and is 
unpleasant to the eye. It is better to cut the 
inscription in the stone. A marble tablet 
with an inscription that attracts interest is 
preferable. The marble may be white or 
colored. The lettering should be Roman 
characters cut V-shape. This is the letter 
and the cutting used on the World War 
cemetery stones both in this country and in 
England. Never put battle —scenes—on 
bronze tablets. They are beyond the range 
of the sculpture of today. | 

The form most used in England is the 
cross in stone, set up at the crossroads, in 
the town square, or in the cemetery. The 
graves of the boys who /ell in France were 
marked with the cross — the cross of sacri- 
fice. It isa misfortune that the white wooden 


The” granite “soldiers — wear 


cross which embodies so many memories, 
cannot be Fat into marble for all headstones 
marking World War graves; but stone when 
cut in the form of the wooden cross would 
break too easily, and therefore the present 
headstone has been adopted, much as one 
would have preferred the cross as marking 
the sacrifice of life fora cause. But this fact 
does not preclude the use of the cross as a 
general memorial; and among all forms the 
cross is significant and appropriate in the 
highest degree. It does not much matter 
what form the memorial takes, provided, the 
thing itself is well done and is imbued with 
the national memorial spirit. 

There is one reason why a fine pole, flying 
the emblem of the United States is singularly 
appropriate. It expresses-the spirit of our 
Nation. There are large sections of this 
country where one sees no symbols of the 
‘United States of today.-“Fhe generation.that 
fought the Civil War has passed away. It 
was my good fortune & know personally, a 
considerable number of‘Confederate heroes — 
Governor Harris of Tennessee, Governor 
Vance of North Carolina, Governor Barbour 
of Virginia, General Gordon, General Joe 
Wheeler among them. After the decision of 
arms was made, no men more loyal to the 
United States could be found. With them the 
dead past had buried its dead. Their eyes 
looked to the future. Now that they are 
gone, those who came after them too often 
are concerned rather with the memory of the 
past than with the hope of the future. 
We have the Spanish War and the World 
War, both wars of the Nation, to reunite all 
the people and to set every face to the front. 
It is fine to keep green the memory of our 
dear ones; but there is the living present 
whose problems must be met daily and hourly 
in the workshop and the field. So every 
memorial that is worthy the name, should 
look more to_the future than to the past. 

_The World War was fought to preserve 
civilization. Going through the Danger 
Zone in 1918, on a ship carrying thousands 
of our eagerly awaited boys, I know the 
spirit which actuated them, know that they 
were idealists, crusaders, lovers to the death 
of peace and civilization, and above all loyal 
to their own United States. 

It is the spiritual quality, the idealistic 
feeling, that should be inherent in every war 
memorial. Just as in the splendid Arch in 
Paris, pulses the soul of the French nation, 
so in every war memorial we erect, no matter 
how simple, there should inhere the feeling of 
sacrifice for an ideal and of patriotic de- 
votion to our common country.
